The project of building a Har­ 
riman line of railroad from Tope­ 
ka to Denison is something Ada 
should not overlook. A straight 
line between the two points pas­ 
ses to the ea9t of Ada only a few 
miles. If it comes via Shawnee 
and that town has assurances 
to that effect—we will be directly 
in line to Denison. 
As an indication that the Har­ 
riman interests mean business. 
note the article below contained 
in Sunday’s Kansas City Star, 
illustrated by a large two-column 
map: 
The plan of the Harriman in­ 
terests to build a line from Tope­ 
ka, Kas., to Denison, Texas, is 
regarded in railroad circles as a 
particularly 
strong move. 
It 
will link the L nion Pacific system 
with the Southern Pacific system 
by a route which will give the 
Missouri valley territory a new 


and short route to the Gulf of 
Mexico. It will complete the 
square of railroads owned by the 
Harriman interests running from 
the Missouri river and New Or 
Jeans to the Pacific coast. 
“The Harriman lines now con­ 
trol the Illinois Central from 
Chicago and the Great Lakes to 
the Gulf, but the new plan gives 
the Harriman interests a system 
from the Missouri river grain 
centers of Omaha and Kansas 
City and all of the other territory 
contiguous to the Union Pacific 
anes, a direct route to the Gulf 
of Mexico. 
Work on the construction of 
the new extension is to begin just 
as soon as the preliminaries can 
r>e arrranged and it is expected 
that work will be under way be 
fore sixty days. The work will

Washington, May, 7.- A tents 
tive agreement on a substitute 
for the Warren amendment was 
the achievement of the statehood 
conferees Saturday, so Mr. Bev­ 
erage said after they adjourned. 
Mr. Bevetidge would not say 
what the basis of agreement is, 
but from other sources it was 
learned to be the suggestion of 
Mr. McGuire, It is a provision 
that the school lands of Oklaho­ 
ma, whether grazing, farming or 
mineral, shall be leased to the 
highest bidders. 
As a matter of fact, this propo­ 
sition was agreed to some weeks 
ago in a tentative way, but as de­ 
lay has been the fixed policy of 
the conferees, they have refrain­ 
ed from making their agreement 
final.

Washington, May 7.—New reg­ 
ulations to govern the leasing of 
oil lands in Indian Territory are 
being formulated by the Interior 
Department. The most import­ 
ant change, it is understood, will 
be brought about by a rule which 
will require lessees of oil lands 
themselves to 
prospect their 
leases and operate their wells, if 
oil should be found. This is un­ 
derstood to be a measure to stop 
the practice of subleasing to cor­ 
porations, which thus acquire 
larger tracts than the law says 
they may hold.

“Grand Old Man” of the Argentine Re­ 
public, the Washington

try, Gen. Mitre, passed from the scene 
of his 85 years of laborious and glori­ 
ous record. 
His biography is the po­ 
litical history of the Argentine 
Re­ 
public during the last half of the nine­ 
teenth century, writes Jennie Howard, 
Buenos Ayres, in Boston Transcript. 
A pure-hearted, brave, simple, honest 
man, whose patriotism was the inspira­ 
tion and mainspring of his life, he 
is mourned to-day, not alone by his 
own country, which owes Its life as 
a nation to him, but by the sister re­ 
publics of South America, for whose 
liberty and welfare he was ever ready 
to sacrifice his fortune, his ambitions, 
and life itself. 
He was a historian, and his histories 
of San Martin and Belgrano are every­ 
where admitted to be true monuments 
of his erudition and distinguished lit­ 
erary ability. 
He was a poet, and a 
translator from English, French and 
Italian. 
Dante’s "Inferno” and Victor 
Hugo s “Ruy Blas” being among his 
most famous translations. 
His trans­ 
lation of “Gray’s “Elegy” and Long­ 
fellow 8 “Psalm of Life” are among his 
finest translations of shorter poems. 
From an early period of his life, 
Gen. Mitre had the distinction of be­ 
ing elected a member of the leading 
literary and scientific institutions of 
the world. 
These included the Geo­ 
logical Society of Berlin, the 
Scan­ 
dinavian Royal 
Antiquarian society, 
the Historical Institute of rTance, the 
Royal Academy of Science and Art of 
Spain, the Academy of Sciences 
of 
Lisbon, Historical Society of Rhode Is­ 
land, U. S. A., and was granted the 
high honor of the “Insigne Artistica 
Congregazione de Virtuosi 
a1 
Pan­ 
theon,” besides being a member 
of 
many similar societies in Europe and 
the South American republic. 
There 
is neither time nor space for a list of 
the literary works of Gen. Mitre, nor 
the honors showered upon him from 
all parts of the civilized world.

The O. C. Excursion. 


Washington, May 7.—New reg- 


ulations to govern the leasing of 
oil lands in Indian Territory are 
being formulated by the Interior 
Department. The most import- 
ant change, it is understood, will 
be brought about by a rule which 
will require lessees of oil lands 
themselves to prospect their 
leases and operate their wells, if 
oil should be found. This is un- 
derstood to be a measure to stop 
the practice of subleasing to cor- 
porations, which thus acquire 
larger tracts than the law sayc 
they may hold.

Territory-is now under consider- 
ation by t*he President and Sec-, 
retary Hitchcock.

He was a historian, and his histories 


of San Martin and Belgrano are every- 
where admitted to be true monuments 
of his erudition and distinguished lit- 
erary ability.

Dante's "Inferno" and Victor 
Hugo's "Ruy Bias" being among his 
most famous translations.

The work will 
be pushed to completion as rapid- 
ly as possible."

Washington, May 7.—New reg- 


ulations to govern the leasing of 
oil lands in Indian Territory are 
being formulated by the Interior 
Department. The most import- 
ant change, it is understood, will 
be brought about by a rule which 
will require lessees of oil lands 
themselves to prospect their 
leases and operate their wells, if 
oil should be found. This is un- 
derstood to be a measure to stop 
the practice of subleasing to cor 
Derations, which thus acquire 
larger tracts than the law saye 
they may hold. 


The whole question of dispos- 


ing of the minerals in Indian 
Territory-is now under consider- 
ation by Ihe President and Sec- 
retary Hitchcock. This fact was 
disclosed by the passage in the 
President's special message, .of 
Friday relative to mineral lands 
in the Territory. In that mes- 
sage he said: 


"Furthermore, the time has 


come when no oil or coal lands 
held by the Government, either 
upon the public domain or in 
territory owned by Indian tribes, 
should be alienated." 


Among residents of Indian 


Territory who are in Washington 
this part of the President's mes- 
sage has been the subject of 


much discussion. 


Since then', however, they hav< 


concluded that the Presiden 
intends to recommend at some 
future time that the Governmen 
purchase the coal lands of the 
Indians' and then Ieas$ them to 
•the highest bidders. Only on 
that; assumption can they ab- 
stract any meaning from this 
passage| in the President's mes 
sage.

said tribes are practically unani- 
mous id their desire to have said 
restrictions removed; 


Now, therefore, Be it Resolv- 


ed by the citizens of Ada and vi- 
cinity, in mass meeting assembl- 
ed, that we unqualifiedly endorse 
the efforts now being made to 
remove such restrictions, and 
hereby respectfully 
urge the 
President and Congress of the 
United States to speedily enact 
such measures as will afford the 
relief desired. And we Would 
most earnestly urge that any re- 
lief granted or any act passed 
removing restrictions be uncondi- 
tional to the extent to which it 
may- go, for the reason that all 
conditions attached to such laws 
tend to cloud titles, and thus- 
render business conditions unset- 
tled to the great injury of all 
classes, citizens and non-citizens 
alike. 
That these resolutions be com- 


municated to the President and 
the Congress of the United States.

A pure-hearted, brave, simple, honest 


man, whose patriotism was the inspira- 
tion and mainspring of his life, he 
is mourned to-day, not alone by his 
own country, which owes its life as 
a nation to him, but by the sister re- 
publics of South America, for whose 
liberty and welfare he was ever ready 
to sacrifice his fortune, his ambitions, 
and life itself. 


He was a historian, and his histories 


of San Martin and Belgrano are every- 
where admitted to be true monuments 
of his erudition and distinguished lit- 
erary ability. 
He was a poet, and a 


translator from English, French and 
Italian. Dante's "Inferno" and Victor 
Hugo's "Ruy Bias" being among his 
most famous translations. 
His trans- 


lation of "Gray's "Elegy" and Long- 
fellow's "Psalm of Life" are among his 
finest translations of shorter poems. 


From an early period of his life. 


Gen. Mitre had the distinction of be- 
ing elected a member of the, leading 
literary and scientific institutions of 
the world. These included the Geo- 
logical Society of Berlin,, the 
Scan- 


dinavian 'Royal Antiquarian society, 
the Historical Institute of rrance, the 
Royal Academy of Science and Art of 
Spain, the Academy of Sciences of 
Lisbon, Historical Society of Rhode Is- 
land, U. S. A, and was granted the 
high honor of the "Inslgne Artlstica 
Congregazione de Virtuosi al 
Pan- 


theon," besides being a member of 
many similar societies in Europe and 
the South American republic.
